None’ the less, Mr, Churchill was 
chaFacteristically himself..He joked over “infer- 
nal" combustion engines, jibed at thre Nagis, and 
left some very straightforward and useful 
thoughts for a world to ponder, One wag the 
characterizallon of British Commonwealth as 
“an empire of the mind”; still young, stil grow- 
ing, still rich In example for all nations who 
wished earnestly to work together, though re- 
taining their own identities. 

Tt was, he eaid, a league of British nations, ; 
that had stuck together through thick and thin, 
in bad days and good, believing in democratic 
institutions and the dignity and worth of man- 
kind. In this war, the Empire had no territortal 
ambitions, Had’ given unstintedly of its precious 
human and other treasure? and hoped sincerely 
to see the birth of freedom upon a listing and 
secure basig where all peoples would be-free to 
move, to meet one another, and to grow to un- 
derstand) each -votheras had “not before 
been possible 

Mr, Churchill's second reflection grew out of 
that foresaw the need of a common tongue, 
one which would enable nation to talk with 
nation aréund the world, outside of the lan- 
guage of diplomacy. He envisioned-the day when 
the world would agree-Gpon a second language, 
one that could be taught universally. in the 
schools, and all that that would mean to future 
orders of mankind. Mr, Churchill praised Har- 
vard for continuing contributions to that ideal; 
and mentioned Basic English, not as a cure-all 
but as one interesting experiment leading toward 
what may yet prove a distant-foal ’ 

Some 250 verbs and 650 nouns, all of which 
could be typewritten upon one side of a single 
plece of letter-head paper, comprised the vo- 
cabulary of Basic English, Mr. Churchill said 
With such a voeabulary of 900 words, people 
might not create literature, but they could con- 
vey thought, write, speak, and understand one 
another, be their original tongues what they 
might. Such a vocabulary, or any one that could | 
be agreed upon in world counsels, could be 
plied readily in the schools, and Inside of a few 
generations would become a common 
if jt were only a 8.04 language 
Churchill mentioned the point, but did not stress 
its vast implications. He showed quite clearly, |
